ON BEER DELIVERIES) -

Atty. Gen. Decides Brewery Can
Deliver None After Election
Result is Announced.

Columbla, Oc¢t, 1.--The attorney
gencral’s  office has  rendered  an
opialon that the breweries In Char-
lesion can not sell heer to the dis-
pensaries after the resudt of the nro-
aibition election hes been declared
by the vtate board of canvogsers, Thoe
opinlon was written by Frod U, Domn-
Inick, assistant attorney pgeneral, up-
on request of John Marshall, scere-
tary of the Charlestgn couriy dispen-
sary board. ‘The opinfon waa piven
with reference to the Gurmanla
Brewing company . i

“In reply theretn,” says the obnin-
fon,” 1 will say that t:e prohibition
act, in Section 4 thercofl, provides that
no Hguor shall hg bought or con-
tracied for or receividl by any coun-
ty isrcnsary board after the Te-
sult of gald election is declured by
the state board of canvassers,

“U'nder Section 859 of the eriminal
cele of 1912, which section refera
ter the manufacture and sale of Hgquor
hy distilleries and beer by breweries,
it Is provided ‘that sneh manuiactur-
ers shall not sell such liguors and
heverages 1o any person, firm or cor-
poration within the linits of this
state, excent to county dispensary
honrd.'

“Jt will be seen from the provisions
of law quoted that the brewery can
county dispensary
board cannot buy, conirnet for or re-
any Mauor, which, of course,
will dnclude beer, alfter the resall of
the election is declared by the state
hoard of canvassers.

“I am of the oplnion that this pro-
vision of tho prohibition act will ap-
ply to a brewery that hoes been licens-
ed in this state in the sume nanuer
ns to any brewery outside of the
state. In other words, that after the
result of the election has been de-
clared by the state board of canvas-
sers the county disnenshry hoard has
no power or authority, under the law,
in my opinion, to buy, contract for or
recelve any Mqaor or beer from any
source whatsoever.,"
